L ake Ohrid lies in the far south of the 
Republic of Macedonia, in the 
foothills of Mount Galicica at 695 metres 
above sea level. It covers 366 square 
kilometres, two thirds belonging to 
Yugoslavia and the remaining third to 
Albania. A well-known summer resort, its 
shores are dotted with numerous cultural 
and historical monuments. The lake waters 
are so clear that the human eye can see 
over 20 metres into its depths. In colour it 
is as blue as the Adriatic, and when a 
strong wind is blowing waves form just as 
they do on a sea ... 

But for scientists Lake Ohrid is far more 
important as a kind of nature preserve and 
living museum containing the remains of a 
world which, in other places, has long 
since become extinct. Ohrid could be 
described as a remnant of the tertiary 
period with conditions for life which 
existed many millions of years ago. Without 
these conditions its prehistoric flora and 
fauna could certainly not have survived. 

A MUSEUM OF LIVING FOSSILS 

Lake Ohrid has a number of endemic 
species of animals and plants which can 
now be found only here. These are snails, 
worms, crabs, sponges and many other 
small pre-animal organisms. 

Of the 17 kinds of fish to be found in 
the lake, 10 cannot be found anywhere else

in the world. Ten species of small algae, 
otherwise known only in a fossilized state, 
continue to live today in the waters of Lake 
Ohrid. Together with the species already 
mentioned, they serve as living proof that 
the waters of this famous lake are a last 
remnant of the neogenic waters, once 
found all over the Balkan peninsula, which 
have long since disappeared, taking with 
them their flora and fauna. 

JOINT EFFORTS 

These facts led a group of American 
limnologists to join forces with their 
Yugoslav counterparts in 1972 to try and 
uncover the secrets still held by this lake. 
Initially this joint research project was 
planned to last only up to 1977, but was 
later extended: it is still in progress and 
will last two more years. 

The leaders of this project are the 
Hydrobiological Institute of Ohrid on the 
Yugoslav side and the Smithsonian 
Institution for the U.S.A. 

Naturally these are not the first 
scientific efforts. It was Professor SiniSa 
Stankovid who initiated research into Lake 
Ohrid and who founded the Hydrobiological 


Institute in Ohrid. As a young biology 
teacher, Dr. Stankovic came to Ohrid from 
Belgrade in 1921 with a firm task in view: 
to study the possibility of regulating fishing 
in the lake, which was one of Yugoslavia’s 
biggest inland fishing areas. He was to 
make a scientific study of the Ohrid trout, 
which lives only in these waters and which 
has always been favoured by gourmets 
because od its excellent flavour. 

It is interesting to note that the Ohrid 
trout (Salmothymus ohridanus) has four 
different subspecies. 

During his investigations Sinisa 
Stankovid was amazed by what he 
discovered. All of a sudden he happened 
upon quite unknown animal species in all 
the biological groups. Was it possible that 
they only lived in this lake, that they were 
remains of pre-ice Age animal life? So his 
practical assignment regarding fishing was 
soon extended to cover a complete study 
of the lake itself. 

Stankovibs initial results aroused great 
interest among biologists in Germany, 
France, England, Poland and other 
countries, who flocked to this beautiful 
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alga called Diatoma. Special attention was 
also focussed on snails and sponges

NEW PROJECTS 

Modern researchers taking pan in the 
joint American-Yugoslav project are 
attempting to throw light on Lake Ohrid’s 
undiscovered secrets. Dr. Harold L. Allen, 
leader of the American team, maintains that 
Lake Ohrid may well turn out to be the 
oldest lake in the world. However, as yet 
the real age of the lake has not been 
determined scientifically. Opinions differ 
widely: some scientists think that it was 
formed during the Ice Age between the 
second and third glacial periods, while 
others date it much earlier, in the Pliocene 
period. Dr. Jordanka Serafimova HadfiSce, 
director of the Hydrobiological Institute in 
Ohrid, believes that the answer will be 

Since 1972 Lake Ohrid has been the subject of 
research by a combined team of American and 
Yugoslav experts.

found in the future, but what is almost 
certain at present is that the lake is at least 
two million years old. When questioned 
about the results of the joint project. Dr. 
HadJiSce underlined that one of the most 
basic and complex tasks had already been 
carried out: that of re-measuring the lake 
and making precise batimetric geographical 
maps of it. These maps show every foot of 
the lake drawn with the most accurate 
information regarding position and depth in 
addition to the usual survey details. 

The maps are extremely important in 
determining the lake's production, from 
bacteria and plankton to fish. New 
discoveries about the lake’s strata at 10 
and 50 metres are essential to a study of 
both primary and secondary production. 
Primary production means the 
transformation of inorganic nutritious 
matter into organic matter with the aid of 
animals. 

Striking results were also achieved in 
joint investigation of the lake’s sediment. 
One analysis of this sediment showed that 
about 5,000 years ago there was a 
biological explosion in the lake resulting in 
sharp differenciation in one species of tiny 


Yet another project in the joint 
American-Yugoslav research programme is 
being accorded special importance. A 
comparative study was made of the lake 
fauna of about 40—50 years ago and that 
same fauna today in certain areas of the 
lake, especially in parts where man’s 
destructive influence on the lake’s 
biological equilibrium has been most 
marked. It was concluded that the lake 
fauna was already being transformed to a 
critical degree. It is comforting to note, 
though, that the towns along the lake 
shores have become aware of the pollution 
hazard from both industry and households 
and are hurrying to set up a joint effluent 
collector together with a whole network of 
filter stations. Once filtered, the water will 
be siphoned off into the Globoiica 
accumulation station on the river Crni Drim 
which flows out of the lake, thus 
preventing this water from flowing into 
Lake Ohrid. 

The findings of the American-Yugoslav 
research team will be published in the form 
of a book on Lake Ohrid due to be 
published in English and Macedonian 
editions in two years' time.
